He yielded the right to every man to hold 
bis own opinions, and did not propose to 
go agait) over the stale arguments for atld 
against secession. He had opposed the 
right, as an old-line Whig, ail his life, ami 
did still. Rut he thought gentlemen of op- 
posite belief should yield to him the same 
courtesy be extedded to them. The em- 
ployment of the word "abrogate" would be 
as distasteful to him, and many others, as 
"null and void" were to them. It was not 
a mere verbal criticism, a quibble about

that reached d jwn to the very foundations 
of civil gov. rnment. He did not intend, 
nor did the committee intend, any disre- 
spect for the opinious of any one; but he 
would not stultifY his own record tor the 
past thirty years, and his present belief, by 
voting for the word "abrogate." 

To declare the act of secession null and 
void from the beginning, would not, in the 
least, impair the great right of revolution, 
sacred Uj all peoples and tongues, even the 
lowest. All revolutions were rebellious at 
the outset; that of the South was nothing 
more, and since they failed to succeed, thev 
never, at any lime, an independent 
but rabels against the Government, 
convention was not limited, iu its 
powers, to those of a legislative body. It 
was fresh trom the people, it was sovereign 
toils authority, and rose above all other 
State authorities in the State. It united in 
itself all powers, executive, legislative and 
Judicial, and could as properly nullify an 
ordinance as abrogate it, alt uough he rid- 
mi'.ted that, in ordinary use, tiie former 
word was appropriated by courts and the 
latter by legislatures.

If any State had such a 
right it oURht to be taken away from it. 
QfeatlMMa called it the right <;l revolution! 
No constitution gives the right of revolu- 
tion against Itself; could give none. Some 
had deluded themselves and others with 
the lying mockery of "iKMceable secession." 
• / . iceable secession," forsooth! What did 
those words mean? They meant war, and 
desolation, and want; they meant half-ra- 
tions, quarter-rations, no ratious at all; ihey 
meant long marches, marches hy night, 
privation and disease, the agonies of the 
battle-field, and the lingering wretched- 
ness of tbe hospital: they meant bloody 
battles and defeat; they in. ant sicknes-, 
starvation, and desth. Peaceable secession! 
It meant the risking of all we had or val- 
ued; the abandonment of all we held dear, 
our homes and families, of life itself. He 
wanted it understood, for all future time, 
(hat this is what it meant. He hoped no 
one would ever believe again that it meant 
ladmaadMMOi He prayed God tbe South 
might never again rebel. If at last the day 
should ever come (he did not believe It 
would come) when Lhe weight of tyranny 
BMMne intolerable, was more than th"v 
could bear, then let tnem resort to revolu- 
tion, to downright rebellion, but, in God's 
name, kt them not undertake this half- 
handed rebellion they called secession! 

He had all his life opposed secession 
an absurditv and a delusion, though he be- 
lieved, of course, in the right " 
as belonging to all; but he 
Southern in feeling — not a drop of other 
blood coursed through his veins — and when 
he saw his whole section going into the 
war, he was induced to believe that it was 
a genuine revolution, and he could not hold 
aloof. He could no' nrove unfaithful to his 
people and the country of his pride, and he 
went into the army with all his soul and 
strength, determined to accomplish South- 
ern independence. But alas for this mis- 
erable farce and delusion of "peaceable se- 
cession "—people lonnd themselves mis- 
taken. They expected a holiday march- 
poor dupes!— and Haunting banners and an 
enemy that would not fight. I!ut after a 
few months they came upon different cir- 
.-uuistances — they got to Die field of battle 
— there was gunpowder there, and lead- 
people got hurt and lost blood— the enemy 
would Mftt, God wot, and not runaway, 
and aii tue sport was lost. Then came re- 
turning sense, deserters began to drop out 
and go home, or steal away to the woods 
and swamps — and who were these d.'-ert- 
ers? With shame had bitterness he mu*i 
BBJ it, they were the very people who 
had brought on the war, aud their deluded 
victims, the ignorant people. 

But still tbe war went on and its weary 
years dragged their slo,v length along, slid 
he thought only how he might best promote 
:ne cause he had taken up, while others 
about hi in, the prating demagogues who 
proclaimed peaceable secession to the peo- 
ple — tiii.sk sneaked a way to escape the 
dangers ol (he front. Their wretched vic- 
tims, also — ntrj an<l wounded and sick — 
surfeited with lies and the vain promises oj 
tueir treacherous paUtioiBaM — crept away to 
die, and the ranks grew thin about him, 
aiid dUCwt and ruin ■Cared thou) in the face. 
They came at last and overwhelmed him, 
and the little handful that stood around 
him, and who were they who were found 
fighting to the last, llleM only on havinu 
the country's honors anil her liberties.' 
Were any among them who were so loud iu 
proclaiming "peaceable secession?" Not 
one. In God's name, let the South never 
again rebel upon such a miserable, misera- 
ble delu-ion as the right of secession! It 
wan stealing away out of the Union; it 
they went out at all, let them not go out as 
iox, stealthily and silly creeptnc forth In 
night; but as the lion goe», Willi head erect, 
and proudly bidding datsace nt his foes. 
Let us not secede, but rebel. He hoped 
most devoutly that there would never again 
be any attempt to separate from the nation- 
al government. He was tired and sick ol 
war,— tired of fighting the battles of o(h"r- 
who enticed him and others wi'h lying 
s|)eeche>s; and when they day of their ca- 
Lamity came, .le-erte i tii^m to their fate. 

He^.ojK-d ihey would bury this doctrine 
idrever, and beyond the hope of resurrec- 
tion. A more pestilent political heresy 
never infested and cursed anv people. Ot- 
teu had iie and his brother officers, iu times 
wheu the Confederate arms were most 
pel si.t-rous — they had been victorious some- 
times — and the prospect for independence 
was bright, sat in their tents at night and 
IHlIf— end the inline which they thought 
lav belore them. They asked eai h other : 
" What if we shonl.t succeed, and gain our 
independence? What will become ot us? 
Shall we cling together, as now. and be- 
c >uie a great and united people?" Their 
conclusions were always despondent; Ihey 
could gather little hoj>e from lhe pros]>ect ; ! 
thai cursed element of secession and divi- 
sion was implaute.l iu the constitution for 
which they were eouteudiug, and h cast a 
dark cloud over all thai lay before Ihem. 

Ha said he intended no disrespect what- 
ever to the convention of l*ol, by voliug to 
declare their ordinance null and void 
bota it. He meant the contrary thing. He 
would be greatly obliged. If he were in 
their places, to any one who would cause it 
lo appear that they meant to rebel, instead 
of perpetrating the amazing farce of seced- 
ing. He wanted to digniiy their action. 
He would be greatly obliged to any one 
•■•ho would convince him that he had been 
fighting four years for something else be- 
side the stupid, the absurd right ot seces- 
sion. 

He wanted no deception for the future. 
He wanted the people to understand what 
they fought for, (if they did so foolish a 
thing,) aud not again to tell their leaders 
"You deoehed us with this pretense of 
•peaceable secession.' " 

The speech of Mr. Martin had the ring of 
the tru'i metal. He was spoken, as he him- 
self said, with none of the caution of a pol- 
itician, for he disclaimed any arts of the 
class; but with a frankness aud sincerity 
which it was refreshing to hear. I doubt 
not it expressed the sentiments of the best 
and most honorable of the Southern mili- 
tary leaders. 

Mr. Yerger said he would do any thing 
be could, in keeping with his opinions and 
his registered oath, to soothe the wouaded 
spirits of the people, but he could not vote 
for the substitute. The right of revolution 
was sacred to all; but to talk of the right to 
secede as a "right under lhe Constitution," 
was highly absurd. The United Stales had 
all the while proceeded upon the assump- 
tion that the act was null, since they refus- 
ed to recognize a single officer appointed 
by the State Legislature, bat requiasd the 
Governor to reappoint the few of them that 
he had retained. He entertained not the 
slightest disresptct for the convention of 
1861; they were fully in earnest in what 
ihey did; the past four years had shown 
that. It they were guilty we all are, and 
let him who is innocent throw the first 
stone. 

Mr. Hudson said he had always denied 
the right of secession; that there never was 
greater amount of humbug^ery in any 
two words than in those two — "peaceable 
secession." 

Tbe war bad shown that. Like slavery 
it was dead forever, and he hoped tbe con- 
vention would bury it face downward, and 
write on its back, "No resurrection." It 
was said of Billy Patterson's pig: 

he lived, he lived on clover; 



Mr. Stone said, however small a rebellion 
might be at first, if it increased so that the 
Government was obliged to employ troops 
to suppress it, it became a civil war, and 
the rebels acquired belligerent rights, and 
ceased to be rebels. Declare this ordinance 
null and void, and instantly they all be- 
come rebels, and liable to prosecution and 
deaih. The United Slates had acknowl- 
edged them as a government de facto, by 
exchanging prisoners with them. <fcc, and 
would gentlemen now expose themselves 
gratuitously to death by declaring the ordi- 
nance null? Shall we here, ignobly shel- 
teiiug ourselves under the amnesty oath, 
enact a law which will put in jeopardy all 
our friends in exile, and those who are" lan- 
guishing in dungeons? Why, one of Pres- 
ident Johnson 'sown judges in New Orleans 
had decided formally that the Confederate 
Government was one de facto. Let us not 
destroy our safeguards. Law writers de- 
clare that the subject of a de facto govern- 
ment could never be punished for treason. 
All he wished was, that the Confederates 
might be tried by the civil courts of the 
Land; he would then have no fears for them. 
He believed the Government never intend- 
ed to try Davis, but kept him in prison, 
with a charge of treason hatiging over him 
in terrorem, siuiply to produce a moral ef- 
fect on the people ol the South. 

Mr. Ifartlr said he was not afraid to risk 
his chances by voting the act null and void. 
He hadn't received his pardon yet from 
Washington, and he certainly had more at 
stake than the gentleman had. 

Mr. Peyton sidd, that the question as to 
the actuality of the rebel government, and 
the nullity of the secession, were quite dis- 
tinct. Any rebellion might establish a de 
facto government if it maintained itself a 
leugth of time, but that would not 
originators of it of the charge of 
treasou. The Government of the I nitwl 
States had been compelled to treat the rebel 
gov.-rnment as de facto, and exchange 
prisoners, in order to protect its own sol- 
diers; but that did not by any means ac- 
knowledge the validity of secession. One 
was purely a military question, while the 
other was constitutional in its nature. 

He hoped the Convention would kill this 
an. ient heresy— be could call it nothing 
else — as effectually as they had Hlavery. The 
advocates of it had deluded thousands of 
ignorant men into secession, who would 
not have gone into it if they had expected 
war. His whole county (Copiah) went into 
the rebellion under the hypocritical pre- 
tense of "peaceable secession;" while he 
was confident that not a corporal's guard 
woula have seceded if they expected war — 
not a corporal's guard — he knew it. They 
had been deceived, grievously deceived. 
They had said to their leaders and public 
speakers, "You kuow better about these 
tilings than we do; you have studied them; 
aud, if you think we'll establish our inde- 
pendence, and get along without war, we'll 
go with you;" and they went. 

Mr. Houston said that whatever might l»e 
thought of the ordinance w heu it passed 
no one could dispute that, to-day, at least, 
ii was, to all intents aud purposes, null. 
I,i t us suppose, for the sake of debate, tka; 
the ordinauoe was the sole object for which 
the State went to war witti the United 
States. We carried on war four years with 
the ordinance as a stake, aud lost it — com- 
pletely lost it— and what harm was there m 
de dating so? The report pioposes to de- 
clare it is null, not that it was. On this 
.jrouiiJ all could unite without ruffling any 
leelings. On the other hand, it would be 
absurd to repeal any ordinance which 
didn't exist, or which has no binding force 
over any citizen. How could they kill any 
thing which wa« dead? 

In the afternoon another debate followed, 
aud upon a motion to lay Mr. Trotter's mi- 
nority report on the table, it was carried by 
1>> to 4G. 

\ second minority report was attempted 
to l>e substituted, which cunningly phrased 
it, "And the same is hereby declared to b» 
henceforward mill andoi no binding force.' 
! Ms, BBBB| was i ibled. 

Alter some unimportant amendments tl>< 
majority report, aa siven at the beginning 
of ibis letter, was adopted by a vote of ^1 to 
14. 

'iefore the vote was taken many explain- 
ed that they would have voted "No," on s 
definite vote as lo the right ot secession; 
l. lit they had voted against the words "null 
ami void" only to save the feeliugs of other 
men. 

Pending a motion to submit the action of 
lhe Convention to the people for their ap- 
proval, an adjournment was had.

Ens. Press: There appeared in the Press, 
off August 2Sth, an editorial notice of the 
"University of Louisville— Medical Depart- 
ment," from which I learn that Senators 
Powell, Holloway, Bemiss aud Baylaaa are 
professors of the institution, and tuat Hol- 
loway and Bemiss have been recently elect- 
ed by the Board of Trustees. That these 
reattsasea should have been elected to po- 
sitions so important so soon after their re- 
turn from the army t.f rebellion is a matter 
of surprise and astonishment to every loyal 
man in our country. Much bas been said 
Far I about extending kindness to returned trai- 
tors and treating them with courtesy and 
clemeucy, to uiost of which I heartily sub- 
scribe. But at present it seems the deter- 
mination of the same parties not only .0 
treat them with kindness, but to honor 
'hem above other men and place them in 
high and responsible positions. 

It is a well i nown fact that Doctor Be- 
miss left the city of Louisville immediately 
after the war of rebellion commenced, 
joined the so-called Confederate army, and 
remained with that army until it was com- 
pelled to surrender; he came hack not wil- 
linglj', not from a sense of the wrongs he 
had committed, not evincing repentance for 
his efforts in breaking down our Govern- 
ment, but he came from necessity, after 
every vestige of hope for the success of the 
rebellion had been destroyed. Tbe same, I 
belive, is true of Doctor llolloway. 

Were tbese gentlemen possessed of extra- 
ordinary intelligence or gifted with great 
capacity for teaching, if they towered aT)ove 
the ordinary members of the profession, 
then there might be the shadow ot an ex- 
cuse for their appointment.

The registration of voters in Maryland, 
under the new Constitution, oaaaas consid- 
ble excitement now-a-da3's. In au ad- 
joining precinct to the District of Columbia, 
one hundred and thirty-one voters have 
been disfranchised, out of oue hundred 
and eighty-one. 

The New York Citizen denies that Gen- 
eral Dix has refused to accept the nomina- 
tion for the Mayorality of Jfew York, and 
- 11 SI "General Dix is V»o good a citizen to 
refuse his services if called upon, and we 
hold this truth to be self evident, that 
either Dix or A. T. Stewart will be our 
next Mayor." 

The New Jersey Democrats have got a 
famous "military candidate" lor Governor, 
being no less a personage than Maj. Gen. 
Theodore Bunyan, off Essex. We seem to 
have heard this name before in Copperhead 
jolitics, but never in war since the battle of 
lull Run. He there commanded the re- 
serves, whose most advanced regiment was 
more than seven miles from the battlefield. 
These redoubtable troops were among the 
first to catch the panic; and Maj. Gen. Uun- 
an ended his military career a week later 
y being mustered out of the service. The 
New York Democracy are now seeking a 
military caudidate to head their State tick- 
et this fall. It is respectfully suggested 
hat their man should be Gen. Mansfield 
Lovell, who has come back to New York 
weariug his Confederate laurels proudly, 
and who has some claims ou the party for 
past services. Lovell has nothing to do, 
and seems to be just tbe cbap for their 
mouey if not stiil belter for their platforms. 
He could very consistently endorse the 
plank declaring the late war a usurpation 
nd a failure. 

The genetal election in Mississippi, for 
Governor, Legislature and five members of 
Congress, besides county, judicial and dis- 
trict officers, bas been ordered by the late 
Convention to take place on Monday, Oc- 
tober Id, and candidates are as thick as 
i. lack berries. For Governor there are 
Judge E. S. Fisher, of Tallahatchie, Ben- 
jamin G. Humphreys, of Sunflower, J. T 
Harrison, of Lowndes, and Jahies B. Stew 
art, of Hinds. The first named has the en- 
dorsement of leading delegates to the Con 
veil tion, and seems most likely to succeed. 
The other Slate oilicers to be filled are Sec- 
retary, Treasurer, Auditor aud Attorney 
General, and for each three or four names 
are presented. James R. Yerger, the Pro- 
visional Secretary of State, has resigned, 
aud Johu U. Echols appointed in his stead. 
The Congressional Districts are to remain 
the same as before the war, the number of 
members being unchanged. Tbe only 
name yet annouueed is that of E. G. Pey- 

tober loth (two weeks after election;, and 
previous to adjournment the Convention 
appointed Messrs. A. H. Handy, of Madi- 
son, K. J. Goode, of Lawrence, and W. 
Hemmiugway, of Carroll, to examine the 
laws of tbe State, and to report to the leg- 
islature what amendments are necessary to 
carry into effect the ordiuauce relative to 
the emancipation of slaves.

lud'au Outrage* in Texas. 

The San Antonio (Texas) Herald of the 
5th has the particulars of some daring and 
fiendish depredations committed by In- 
dians in that neighborhood. It seems that 
Mr. Henry Mercer, while on the road lead- 
inn to MnwAafta with his wagon, on the 
21st, was attacked by a party of twenty 
Indians and stripped entirely naked, and 
immediately alter stabi>ed in three differ- 
ent places in the body by lances, but not 
scalped. His son, who was on horseback 
ri.lniK ahead of the wagon, escaped by the 
fleet ness of his Meed to Sisterdale, where 
he procured assistance and went back to 
the scene of the outrage. His father was 
found dead and robbed of everything that 
was in the wagon and the Indians gone. 
The same party of Indians stole all the 
homes in the vicinity of Sisterdale. Ano- 
ther party of Indians, on the following 
Monday, attacked Mr. Chas. Smith at a 
point seven miles above Fredericksburg, 
while he was on his way home. He was 
strangled to death by being dragged some 
distance by a roja? fastened around his 
neck and to bis wagon, and was afterward 
stabbed in several places with 
waa then robbed of horses, 
and contents of bis wagon. 

On the next day, Tuesday, a party of 
fifteen Indians appeared in Squaw Creek 
settlement fifteen miles above Fredericks- 
burg. They rode up to the house of Chas. 
Goosing, killed him, scalped his wife alive, 
and afterward cut her across the body with 
a knife, besides stabbing her in several 
places, her person having been previously 
violated. The Indians took her only child 
wuh then. A doctor was immediately 
procured by the neighbors, who thought it 
possible that the woman might recover. 
Scouts of citizens were sent in pursuit of 



In addition to the above terrible outrages, 
on the 25th of July a German named Henry 
Keutzing, who resided in Mason county, 
while riding in s buggy with his wife was 
attacked by a party of about five Indians. 
After being closely pursued for some little 
distance they both jumped out of the bug- 
gy, thinking to hide in the thicket, but 
were soon overtaken. Mr. K. was imme- 
diately killed and scalped, his wife was af- 
terwards stripped of her clothing and her 
person violated, alter which abe was sub- 
bed in several places in her breast, then 
scalped and left for dead. She was after- 
wards reooved by some of her friends, and 
lived long euough to detail the above hor- 
llars, when she died. Others

We cordially endorse 
We have had occasion to 
often the view that the "reorgani- 
zation" of the South must begin on (he soil 
and not in political caucus or State conven- 
tion. The mode of developing and accumu- 
lating wealth having been irrevocably 
changed over a vast area, the continuance 
of society as an orderly whole over that 
area renders imperative the immediate and 
successful application of another and a 
better mode. The success, in other words, 
of free negro labor is the beginning of wis- 
dom, the beginning of prosperity, the be- 
ginning of reconstruction for the South. 

This success is not only attainable, but 
the most readily and easily so, of any ad- 
vantage now within the horizon of Southern 
prospects. The problem of securing it is 
one of the simplest. It is to tender good- 
will, fair-play, and honest compensation to 
the ex -slave; to not only give up slavery.but 
put away the methods, motives, and in- 
signia of that institution. The late owners 
who have tried this, who have given their 
slaves an interest in the crops produced by 
their toil, and have given ample assurance 
of their good faith in the bargain, have 
encountered no difficulty, and not only 
so, they have been surprised with the suc- 
cess of the experiment. 

The number is unhappily small of those 
who have thus triumphed over present ob- 
stacles and launched upon a new career of 
prosperity. The invocations of Providence 
have not been recognized in the main by 
the ex-slaveholders. They mope and look 
sullenly backwards for cousolation. 

Judge S tarries admits this fact and makes 
it the occasion of his public appeal. We 
know nothing of him, but there is some- 
thing in his letters which persuades us to 
concede to him disinterestedness and can- 
dor. He is apparently striving iu good 
earnest to rekindle public spirit and private 
enterprise amongst his lei low-citizens, and 
to make the future look cheerful and fair. 
We think he fails. He too, evidently, par- 
ticipates iu the regrets and apprehensions 
which he endeavors to rebuke. He is like 
a mother, with her child, lost in a forest, 
Yrbo utters words of encouragement to her 
frightened and weeping charge in such a 
tone as to betray her own fears and aggra- 
vate the suffering she seeks to allay. It is 
folly to bid despondent people cheer up, 
and proceed to enumerate to them the 
calamities under which they are suc- 
cumbing. The personal sympathy may 
be welcome, but the stimulating in- 
fluence intended to accompany it fails 
altogether. Judge Starnes' advice is less 
sinister than was Wade Hampton's to the 
people of South Carolina, but a similar 
tone of wailing pervades it, a similar sense 
of loss, a similar notion of shipwreck, aod 
of being in a struggle to rescue fragments 
of scattered and ruined ''rights." Iu short 
the whole appeal faces the wrong way. 
There are two directions, (which again are 
but one), in which it is almost as dangerous 
for the Southern people to gaze wistfully, 
as it was for Lot's wife to look towards 
Sodom ! These are, towards the politicians 
and the patriarchal institution. Salvation 
lies in a wholly different direction. 

The Judge reiterates at some length the 
old "stale, flat and unprofitable" story of 
the felicities, beauties, and value to both 
races of the institution of slavery, and ap- 
parently conjures therefrom an argument 
for accepting the new status of freedom. 
We don't see the point, and we don't be- 
lieve his discontented friends will. They 
will be exceedingly apt to reason, that if 
slavery was so blessed an arrangement, so 
philanthropic in its character, so service- 
able to the State, so indispensible, as the 
writer avows, to the developement of that 
"capacity for cotton" which is the treasure- 
store of the State, then the most persistent 
should be made for 
its restoration in one form 
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received the Daily Union Ve- 
Salt Lake City. It is anti- 
anti-rebel, and altogether ex- 
plicit ami pointed in the expression of its 
views. The audacity with which it pitches 
Brigham'a cupidity, plundering^, 
corruption and quackery as a spiritual 
monitor, surprises like an electric shock. 
Whence does it derive its immunity from 
Mormon vengeance 4 ? And where does it 
obtain adequate support? These questions 
spring up at once, on noticing the aggres- 
sive pluck with which this young Vedette 
trips at the bloated Mormon nettle. We 
suppose the answer to be, that United 
States troops and "Gentile" settlers are suf- 
ficiently numerous in that region, and are 
becoming sufficiently disgusted with the 
bestial travestie of religion and civil society 
presented by the Mormon church, to fur- 
nish by an expressed or a tacit unity of 
purpose, both the protection and the sup- 
port needed in the case. It is a fatal day 
for polygamous Mormonism when free 
critisism and aggressive denunciation by 
the daily press can prevail in its very 
midst. 

It can no more withstand free speech 
than could the institution of slavery. It 
has lived on now in happy exemption from 
such peril a goodly number of years in the 
Utah Valley. The "Vedette" is of itself a 
very ominous symptom of coming change. 
Every issue crackles with slio's at the do- 
iugs of old St. Mrighaui— shots too that fly 
in no random way, but with the aim of a 
sharpshooter.

Georgia— letter f om a Prominent 
Union CitiEeu-.Cen. Wil<ou Attacked 
by Hlghwa> men— Military. 

New York, September 4.— Mr. C. How- 
ard, a prominent citizen of Upper Georgia, 
bas published a letter, in wbicn be takes a 
most encouraging view of tne situation, and 
points out the true policy for the people. 
He urges a revolution of agriculture as in- 
dispensable, and ii rut's putting a large por- 
tion of the lands in permanent grass. He 
also urges tbe Convention to invite foreign 
emigration, and counsels the people to take 
courage, be loyal aud industrious. He 
learns that iron for the repair of the Georgia 
and Atlanta Railroad has been purchased, 
and the repairs will be pushed forward. 

Macon papers contain an account of an 
attack by four highwaymen upon General 
Wilson. The General succeeded in putting 
three of them to flight. 

Tbe Atlanta Intelligencer says the 15th 
Illinois have been ordered to A 1 to mi, Ga. 
The »>8th New York have been ordered to 
Atlanta. The 149th Illinois have been or- 
dered to occupy the railroad from Adairs- 
ville to the Tennessee line. The 39th Indi- 
ana occupy the railroad from the Chatta- 
hoochie to Kingston. 

The hucksters at Macon were asking one 
dollar per pound for butter, when an order 
fixing the market prices was issued, com- 
pelling them to sell butter at twenty-live 
cents per pound. 

The correspondent of the Augusta Tran- 
script says: Numerous outrages occur iu 
Macon, particularly at night , and the citi- 
zens are much endangered. The streets are 
walked by colored sentinels, who are quick 
to fire if any one does not halt. 

The Journal, tbe publication of which was 
interdicted, has been resumed. It.- editor 
relieved from prison, but does not 
is position. 



Insurrection in Hayti. 

New York, Sept. 4.— Advices have been 
received from Port AU Prince to the 10th 
ult. An insurrection at Corial, which was 
intended to aid the rebels at Cape Haytien, 
hat been suppressed by the government 
forces. 

President Jeffrard has sent a commission 
to examine into the condition of the army 
which is besieging Cape llaytien. The 
members of the commission have returned 
a favorable report. 

They also advise that, to spare tbe useless 
effusion of blood, the rebel stronghold 
should not be attacked, but strongly block- 
aded, so that the rebel garrison may receive 
no succor from outside. One steamer and 
three sailing vessels are at the command of 
the government to render the blockade ef- 
fectual. 

Ketchum'e Case Postponed Again. 

New York, September 4. — Ketchum was 
brougbt before Justice Hogan this morn- 
ing according to tbe adjournment last week 
When he appeared in court he bore the 
careless manner noticed when arrested, and 
he appeared to look with contempt on the 
court and all in the room.

Commercial Matters la New York. 

New York, Sept. 4 —The stock market 
opened to-day with more activity. Specu- 
lative operations at the A. M. board were 
extended generally over tbe list. The tone 
of the market was decidedly stronger thau 
for some weeks, and prices higher. There 
was a strong speculative activity in Erie 
aud Ohio «fc Mississippi certificates. This 
gave an improvea tone toother stocks. The 
sale of certificates at the board was large 
and prices advanced. The active demand 
for Erie is supposed to be based upon a 
movement for controlling the approaching 
election of officers. 

At the last board tne market was strong- 
er and generally higher, with an increased 
animation and activity in Erie, Old South- 
ern, Hudson, Toledo, Cumberland and 
Ohio. Certificates were higher, owing to 
the fact that principal parties had sold out. 
The statement had a very favorable effect 
upon tbe gold list, and there was a marked 
improvement in gold bonds, which in- 
creased the demand. Miscellaneous shares 
were generally steady and without any 
special cbange. 

Gold opened w eak under the rise in 
bonds, but afterwards became stronger. 
Money market easier— nothing doing over 
5 per cent, on call. 

The steam yacht Octavia sailed this after- 
noon with a number of railroad magnates 
to meet the Scotia nearly due from Liver- 
pool, and welcome to this country the 
English aud Spanish tourists. 

Petroleum stocks were firm to-day, with 
considerable activity in Cherry Run and 
Webster. Sales were made at the follow- 
ing rates: Cherry Run 31; Oceanic 101; 
Tack 30; Buchanan 175; Excelsior 145; Ad- 
amantine &>; Webster l'JO; Hydrick 130; 
Montana 159; U. S. 281.

Freedmeu's Affairs in Noith Carolina. 

New York, September 4.— The Tribune's 
Raleigh correspondent says there is an oc- 
casional difficulty between the planters and 
negroes on account of the reluctance of tbe 
latter to have half bis wages held until the 
end of the \ear. The negroes prefer in all 
cases to cultivate land on shares, where tbe 
reward will i>e commensurate with their 
industry, but there is a general determina- 
tion not to lease land to freedmen. A few 
planters have adopted shares for a share of 
tbe principal. They have found it works 
well. A large number of planters are driv- 
ing away all the women and children who 
were formerly their slaves, and refuse to 
support them. 

Col. Whittlesy, Superintendent of Freed- 
men's Bureau for North Carolina, bas 
lately issued a circular instructing his 
agents iu all well authenticated cases where 
families of women and children are turned 
away by planters, to send and levy upon 
his crop of corn and bacon for a sufficient 
amount to feed them till the close of the 
year. 

The Agent at Charlotte has written that 
the promulg <ting of this order bas bad au 
excellent eliect in that district, where evil 
was rapidly increasii-g. Some who bad sent 
familiee bad them brought back. There 
seems to be a general impression among 
the planters that the Convention soon to as- 
semble, among other things will provide 
for the arrest and binding out of all va- 
grants, or persons and children found with- 
out homes or employment, for a term of 
years, or uutil the age of twenty -one. There 
is therefore a scheme lor manufacturing 
vagrants and then giving them to the over- 
seers of the poor houses, and procuring 
their services free or upon their own terms. 

Probably not less than fifty homicides of 
blacks have occurred in this State since the 
surrender of Johnston's army, and I have 
yet to bear of a condign punishment being 
awarded for one of them. Some have been 
tried, and their cases are still held for final 
adjustment. 



Sentences Commuted In Cases of Solders. 

New York, September 4.— The World's 
special Bay* the President has generally 
commuted to imprisonment for a term of 
years all sentence cf death in the case* of 
soldiers convicted of desertion.

New York, Sopt, 4.— The Tribune's 
Washington special says: G. H. Emerson, 
Bailiff nt the Wilts Military Commission, 
has just returned from the South, where he 
was sent by tbe Government to summon 
witnesses 'or the defense. Tbe names of 
about sixty rebel officers and men were fur- 
nished by Wilts. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced 
by Mr. Emerson in li di g the witnes-es.as 
tbey were scattered over the Sta'es of North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Alabama, Flori- 
da and Georgia, and a number were found 
to have m *M i I Texas, Mexico, and Europe. 

<»ut ol a list of sixty, but thirty-three 
wen found, all of whom are now on their 
way to this city. Many of the ex-rebel of- 
ficers were fearful that if thepcame to Wu-li 
ington they would be arrested and placed 
in confinement by the Government, and it 
wsanot until they had received due assur- 
ance that they were induced to come out of 
their hiding-places. 

The list of those subpoenaed embraces 
the names of officers of all grades, from tbe 
rank of colonel down, and also anumber of 
private soldiers. Most of those summoned 
served with Wirtz while he was in com- 
mand of the Ane.sonville prison pen. The 
sutler, commissary, and quartermaster of 
Anderwouville sre also included in the 
number.

OwsnsSC Perry, in the letter which he 
has recently written, states that in esses 
where rebels take the amnesty oath and 
reoeive his recommendation to the Presi- 
dent for pardon, it is presumable that the 
pardon will be granted, snd that they are 
therefore entitled to serve as members of 
the convention on this presumption. 

Tbe World's specia i sa \ -: The r. commen- 
dation of the late mass mo-ting in Rich- 
mond that similar meetings should be held 
throughout the State of Virginia, is being 
carried out. They have been called in sev- 
eral counties. One was beld on Friday at 
Hnlifax Court House, which passed resolu- 
tions ac-epling the abolition of slavery as 
an accom pushed tact, pledging their clioris 
for a full restoration of the Union, and in- 
dorsed the reconstruction policy of Presi- 
dent Johnson.

The River was about at a stand, or fall- 
ing very slowly, last evening, with scant 4 
I feet water in the canal by the mark.

The 
weather continues very warm, the ther- 
mometer lauging at 87, with two or three 
light showers of rain. 

On the falls last evening there were 23 
inches water in the pass, down the Indian 
chute. 

At Cincinnati the dispstches report the 
decline in the river at 7 inches In the pre- 
vious 24 hours. 

At Pittsburg Saturday there were only 3 
feet water, and the river commerce confined 
to slack water navigation. 

Tbe Darling, bouud for Memphis, after 
sliding through the canal without much 
trou l lie, Sunday, grounded on the Portland 
and New Albany bar. She worked off in a 
few hours. 

By special dispatch from Nashville we 
learn that heavy rains had fallen in that re- 
gion on Sunday, and that the Cumtierland 
was briskly rising yesterday, and 5 feet wa- 
ter anticipated ou tbe shoals. , 

The Huiitsville at Portland is loading for 
Nashville direct, aud we hope one or two 
more boats will oner for the Cumberland 
river, and thus relieve the Nashville road 
of its over-pressure of freights. 

Tbe rates of freight to Nashville by the 
railroad sre from 60 to 80 cents per hundred 
pounds, as to classification. The average 
rate by river will be less than the railroad 
rate, unless tbe unusual low stage of the 
Ohio should cause a slight advance. 

The Lady Grace, Capt. John Richey, and 
tbe Lizzie Hamilton, both bound South, 
arrived from Cincinnati on Sunday. 

The Allegheny Belle came in from Park- 
ersburg with a cargo of 8,000 boxes of hard 
bread from New York for New Orleaus. 

Row Boats. — There are two or three or- 
ganized boat clubs in the city, one of 
which "house" their favorite, the Winona, 
in the Mail Line wharf boat. What dotbey 
think of this boat, built expressly for 
Hammill, tbe champion single scull rower 
of Pittsburg? 

It is built of Spanish cedar, and is thirty- 
two feet in length.

< iicerning the difference between Gov- 
ernor Sharkey, of Mississippi, and General 
Slot-iiui, this correspondent says : As to the 
Governor's remonstrances at Washington 
thai the military authorities in Mississippi 
refused to honor writs of habeas corpus 
issued by loyal Judges, botb Secretarys 
Seward and Stanton reply that, although 
the President has appointed a Provisional 
Governor, martial taw still predominates 
in tbe State, and it is tbe duty of the na- 
tional military tore- to preserve order and 
mete out justice, for the accomplishment of 
which important objects the people of Mis- 
sissippi have not yel demonstrated their 
ability or disposition. It is thought the re- 
sult of this misunderstanding will be the 
resignation of Gov. Sharkey. 

New York, Sept.. 4. — Pastoral manifes- 
toes to their Hocks from three Methodist 
Bishops of the South and from the Bfrfsoo- 
psl Bishopof Alabama are published. They 
recognize tbe unmistakable fact of the fail- 
ure to destroy the political unity of tbe 
country, aud urge on their people a cheer- 
ful submission to tbe powers tbat be, ac- 
quiescence in all results of tbe war, and a 
return t > good citizenship under the Na- 
tional Government. But they are more un- 
trsclabie on the sul>j« ct of church reunion 
with their Northern brethren, claiming that 
the latter have repulsed previous advanc.-s 
made with this object, snd insist that future 
propositions must come hence. 

Rev. Mr. Wilmer, Episcopal Bishop of 
Alabama, instructs his clergymen that it 
will not be necessary to resume their prayers 
for the President of the United States nqlil 
authority is fully restored in tbeir Stste. 
At the Contention of tbe Georgia Bpiscops- 
lisos it was resolved that tbey would re- 
sume tbeir connection with the church 
North whenever the bishops should con- 
sider such course consistent with the good 
faith pledged to tbeir brethren of other por- 
tions of tne late Confederate States. 

The Charleston Courier of the 31st aays it 
is staled that the decision has been arrived 
at that only those will be entitled to vote st 
the approaching election for the convention 
who sctually were loyal voters in 1800.

Tbe meeting at the Merchants' Exchange to-day was

of the commercial interests of the city. 

Considerable discussion ensued in regard to the charges 
offioightto and from various points; in the course of 
which it was demonstrated b, citing the case of tbe Pto- 
ple's Line, that "competiUon is the life of trade," and the 
same means of establishing cheap and equl able tariffs of 
transportation, both of freight and people. 

Mr. Guihne, inb half of the Nashville railroad com- 
pauy, addressed the meeting. He staled that the great 
c. use of trouble was the pre-occupation of the raihvads 
beyond Nashville bylthe ni litary authorities. A commis- 
sion is sow in session at Nashville for tbe purpose, of 
transferri g tb se roads to their proper owners, and he 
thinks tbat in a few days ail the trouble* wM be obvi- 
ated. In the meantime be pledges the Nashville railroad 
to take freights at tk* lowest possible t .rriff rates, and to 
extend every facility to transact tation not only to Nash- 
vUle, but with all tbe connecting links beyond. 

Complaints were general of the high freights and trou- 
liSMiisni delays in transportation, and we hope the mer- 
chants will, as suggerted by a men. bar, organise a line to 
cheap freights from Louisvi'le to the heart of Geor- 
"ttee of three, consisting of W.
